2. SIHANOUK IN CAMBODIA? 

THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR ASIAN AFFAIRS AT THE QUAI HAS

IN PEKING ABOUT SIHANOUK' S WHEREABOUTS AND PLANS. THE 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT EXPECTS DEVELOPMENTS SOON AND DOES

CAMBODIA IN AN EFFORT TO MOBILIZE HIS CAUSE. ANOTHER

3. PANAMA: THE NEXT STEPS 

EMBASSY PANAMA REPORTS THAT PANAMA HAS BEEN EXPRESSING

WILL PRODUCE A DOMESTIC AND INTERNATIONAL MOVE TO THE

THE SECOND MILITARY- CIVILIAN CRISIS IN URUGUAY IN TWO
